Designed to allow a student to 
pursue his own interest, and to de- 
velop initiative and ability, the 
“Honors Course” to be offered next 
semester is a new departure in ed- 
ucation at Santa Ana junior col- 
lege. Graduation honors are based 
upon the grade point ratio earned 
in regular courses and the quality 
of work done in this course. J. 
Russell Bruff will be in charge of 
the class, . 


The student chooses his own 
topic for study, with the approval 


of the instructor, and presents a 


written report at the end of the 
semester. 


Individual Work 

Group meetings will be given at 
the beginning of the semester for 
instruction in preparing the paper, 
and research work. Thereafter, the 
student will work by himself, con- 
sulting regularly with the instruc- 
tor assigned to him. As the work 
progresses, a teacher in the same 
or related subjects will be asked to 
confer with both teacher in charge 
and student. 


The major objectives of the 
course will be: (a) initiative and 
independence displayed while work 
is in progress, (b) logical thought 
and judgment in handling subject, 
(c) organization of the material 
presented. 

Final Judging 

The final paper will be judged by 
a committee consisting of (1) the 
teacher of the course, (2) teachers 
in the department concerned, (3) 
a lay authority in the field, if avail- 
able, and (4) the director. 

Admission to the “Honors 
Course” requires a_ grade point 
ratio of 1.5 or better in the work 
of the three previous semesters. It 
will be offered as a two unit course 
open to sophomores. 

In addition to the “Honors 
Course,”’ new classes in nutrition, 
bacteriology, golf, first aid, and 
art craft work have been intro- 
duced this semester.

‘iin was forced to learn a trade. Op- 
osing the will of his father, he se- 
ected that of printing. But, be- 
ause he was disputatious, vain, sar- 

-eastic, and resented control, he

Discontented as he was, he ran 
away to Philadelphia. At 23, after 
‘serving in numerous capacities as 
a printer’s apprentice, Franklin 
‘purchased his own printing office. 
Bors, he became the publisher of 
the Pennsylvania Gazette, which

ennsylvania General Assembly in

‘he refused to have patented, and 
his discovery of the identity of

Franklin’s final public act was to 
ffix his signature to a memorial to 
the state legislature, as president 
f£ the Pennsylvania society for the 
bolition of Negro slavery.

figured out the true length of the 


year, folks have been trying to 
change the number of days- to a 
month, trying to squeeze in an 
extra day during some month, be- 
cause there always seemed to be 
one left over. Then, after Julius 
Caesar and Augustuc Caesar had 
both wrestled with the problem 
without solving it satisfactorily, 
along came Pope Gregory XIII and 
solved the problem. 

Along in 1582 he decided to have 
a leap year by adding one extra 
day to February in every year 
which could be exactly divided by 
4. The world fell in with his idea, 
so now our year amounts to exact- 
ly 865 days, 5 hours, 49 minutes 
and 12 seconds. But even at. that 
we still lose one day in every 3,000 
years! ! 

Maybe that is what has been 
worrying the League of Nations, 
for. they have had a committee 
working several years on reform- 
ing the calendar, but here we are 
still losing 1-3000 of a day every 
year.
